Smog alert 
again seen 
for Upland 


Smog w as expected to reach the alert 
stage for the second day today in Upland 
which had the highest o/one count read­ 
ing tu San Bernardino and Los Angele» 
counties T uesday. A school smog alert 
and a first stage alert w ere called during 
the afternoon when the reading reacheu 
.45 parts per million. 
Areas of Upland and other com m u­ 
nities in the San Bernardino County can 
expect another heavy smog onslaught to­ 
day. The ozone count there is expected 
to be .45 ppm again. 
T em peratures will continue to sizzle to­ 
day with a high of 97 degrees forecast 
for Pomona and the high 9(K for Ontario 
and Upland areas. M oderate sm og ha* 
been forecast in Pomona today by the 
Los Angeles Air Pollution Control Dis­ 
trict. The high reading for Pom ona Tues­ 
day w as .29 ppm. The highest o/one 
reading in Los Angeles County Tuesday 
was .36 ppm , reported in the L ast Sail' 
Gabriel Salley. 
Melvin Zeldin, m eteroiogist with San 
Bernardino APCD said the big differ­ 
ences between the smog readings of Po­ 
mona and Upland — about eight miles 
ap art — are explained by the fact that 
Upland has a higher elevation. 


Pomona teachers may 
strike over pay issue

POMONA — Pom ona teachers said to­ 


day they will decide F riday w hether to 


call a strike if they don’t get a pay raise 


of m ore than 812 per cent next year. 


The 45-m em ber representative council 


of 
the 
A ssociated 
Pom ona 
T eachers, 


m eeting*early this m orning, passed a re ­ 


solution to take a strike vote early F ri­ 


day m orning, if the adm inistration “ does 


not present a reasonable and acceptable 


salary offer by T hursday afternoon.” 


Del Pfeifer, APT executive director, 


said teach ers will m ake one m ore a t­ 


tem pt to get the adm inistration to raise 


its offer of an 8>/2 per cent raise at the 


C ertificated Em ployes Council m eeting 


Thursday at 4 p.m . 


The teachers have lowered their pay 


dem ands from 16.5 per cent to 12 per 


cent. P feifer said, and if the 
school 


board’s representative to the C.E.C. does 
nor increase the 812 per cent offer, a 
general APT m em bership m eeting will 
b? held at 7 a.m . F riday “ with the m tent 
of taking a strike vote.” 


He ‘ aid a poll taken of teachers this 
week indicated th at 80 per cent of the 605 
teachers wrho responded “ are willing to 
w ithdraw service from the d istrict.” 


Supt. Robert E. Wentz said, “ Teacher 
strikes are illegal in the state of Califor­ 
nia.” 


If the teachers should follow through 
on a strike im m ediately, Wentz said, 
“ We would attem pt to get as m any sub­ 
stitutes in the classroom as possible” to 
finish out the school year, w'hich ends on 
June 14. “ T hat’s our job.” 


He said an 81 i per cent raise is all the 
district can afford to offer teachers as 


their share of estim ated available funds 
for salary and program next year. 


“ Our S12 per cent offer would take us 
from the bottom to the second or fourth 
from the top of salary’ schedules of the 
14 neighboring districts used as exam ­ 
ples by the A PT,” Wentz said. 


“ That offer also would take Pomona 
teachers over the rise in the consum er 
price index published by the Bureau of 
Labor statistics, Wentz said.

Sloan testified that Liddv, later con-

gate bugging, received $83,000 at one 
point, but that M agruder later suggested 
that Sloan testify the am ount w as only 
$40.000. 
“ I just didn’t w ant to have any further 
dealings with M agruder,” Sloan testified, 
and said that he so inform ed form er As­ 
sistant Attorney G eneral R obert C. M ar- 
dian. who later joined the re-election 
com m ittee staff and conducted its own 
investigation of W atergate.

Klein resigns 
as Nixon aide 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - H erbert G. 


Klein, a friend and associate of Presi­ 


dent Nixon for 27 years, resigned Tues­ 


day as White House Com m unications di­ 


rector to becom e a vice president of 


M etrom edia. Inc. 


One of Nixon’s oldest associates re­ 
m aining in governm ent, Klein, 55. had 
been holding oft his departure for sever­ 
al m onths so it wouldn’t appear his re­ 
signation was connected with W atergate. 
“ Pressure has been building for m e to 
letu rn to private enterprise,” Klein said 
in his letter to the President. The P resi­ 
dent w rote Klein a w arm reoly saying he 
“ achieved the vital goal cf effectively in­ 
form ing the Am erican people about their 
governm ent.”

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President Ni­ 
xon lured Melvin R. Laird out of sem»re­ 
tirem ent today to become his chief do­ 
m estic adviser, and announced Gen. Ale­ 
xander M. Haig would leave the Army to 
1 u n 
the 
W atergate-decim ated 
W hite 
House staff. 
While there wa« ro form al announce­ 
m ent of *he new ranking under a reshap­ 
ing of duties, Laird —Nixon’s form er de- 
rense secretary —-apparently em erges as 
trie No. 1 presidential adviser dom esti­ 
cally. and will sit with Cabinet rank on 
the National Security Council. 
Haig has been serving tem porarily as 
chief of staff, but there has been growing 
criticism of his dual and possibly con­ 
flicting role« in a norm ally civilian job 
at the White House while also holding 
the title of Army vice chief of staff. He 
will retire trom his four-star Arm y role 
Aug. 1. 
In the new staff shake-up. 
Nixon's 
press secretary. Ronald L. Ziegler, also 
w as given the title of assistan t to the 
President. He will continue to hold the 
title of press secretary, and also will fill 
the job of com m unications director, just 
vacated by H erbert G. Klein. 
Laird 
told 
reporters 
at 
the 
White 
House following the announcem ents that 
he yielded to arm -tw isting by Nixon and 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew after pre­ 
viously saying he d'd not w ant to return 
to governm ent, even on a tem porary 


basis* to help reorganize the presidential 
staff. 
Nixon rem oved his top two aides, H R. 
H aldem an and John D. E hrlichm an, Apr­ 
il 30 as a result of W atergate disclosures 
and several other top aides have eith er 
left o r been fired — som e as a result of 
W atergate and others for assorted rea­ 
sons. 
The W hite House announcem ent said 
Laird —taking E hrlichm an’s old job but 
apparently with even m ore responsibility 
—would have Cabinet rank and indicated 
he would be in 011 alm ost all m ajo r pol­ 
icy discussions. 


Haig presum ably will retain the title of 
chief of staff, 
wfith 
responsibility for 
coordinating and supervising day-to-day 
operations and activities of the White 
House staff. He is highly regarded by 
Nixon, as is Laird, and won a ra re tw<v 
star increase in rank from the President 
for past duties as deputy director to Hen­ 
ry* A. Kissinger, Nixon’s national secur­ 
ity adviser. 
Laird told reporters that “ a very* deep 
and abiding faith in our governm ent” 
caused him to change his m ind 
and 
come out of his selfim posed sem iretire­ 
m ent. 
’ He asserted: 
“ Governm ent in some 
quarters is at a standstill and this cannot 
be allowed to continue. That is w’hv I 
reluctantly agreed to come back and 
serve the President in this role.” 
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House votes today on Demo 
minimum wage proposal 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - House Demo­ 


crats hoped today to pass their m inim um 


w age bill that would raise the hourly 


rate 60 per cent and extend coverage to 


an estim ated 5.4 million additional w ork­ 


ers. 


The bill would boost th e $1.60 m in­ 


imum wage to $2.20 an hour in one y ear 


and extend protection of the law' to 1 mil­ 


lion dom estics and 4.4 million local, state 


and federal governm ent w orkers. 


Republicans, led by Rep. John Erlen- 
born, R-IIL, had a substitute m easure 
ready that would provide the $2.20 an 


hour level over two years and perm it 


hiring of any youth under 18 at less than 


the m inim um level. It would not, how­ 


ever, extend coverage to any new class 


of w orkers. 


Both E rlenbom and Rep. John Dent, 


D-Pa., m anager of the D em ocratic bill, 
agreed in advance that today’s vote on 
the GOP substitute would be closer than 
the 26-vote m argin that Erlenborn won 
by a year ago.

Claremont OKs 
smaller school 
tax exemption 


CLAREMONT — Voters in the C lare­ 
m ont Unified School D istrict Tuesday ap ­ 
proved by a 56 per cent m ajority a 40- 
cent less tax exem ption in their property 
tax beginning July I. 
By favoring the ballot issue in a 22.3 
p er cent turnout, property ow ners said 
th a t they would be willing 10 accept a 90- 
cent per $100 assessed valuation tax 
exem ption 
instead 
of 
the 
$1.30 
tax 
exem ption which the school district ex­ 
pects under Senate Bill 90. 


The ballot question passed 2,025 yes to 
1.603 no. 
Mrs. Adele Schoene, chairm an of the 
C entral Council of the C larem ont Parent- 
Faculty Association, which passed out 
10.000 fact sheets explaining the need for 
a yes vote, said that she lelt the re^uks 
of the election w ere “g re a t.” 
As to the big no vote, Mrs. Schoene 
said that m aybe it was a lack of infor­ 
m ation, or m aybe the voters felt that the 
40 cents “ m eant a lot to them .” 
Board 
m em ber A rthur Steffen 
said 
that he is happy the question passed. 
"The board has used a great deal of 
caution in its use of funds,” he said. “ If 
there is som ething the voters a re object­ 
ing to, they should say so at board meei- 
bkgi 
Steffen said he w as not happy abou' 
the poor turnout. “ We should be turnin. 
out 70 to so per cent of the voters to gtC 
a good expression of their thoughts.” 
The ballot issue passed in nine of the 
13 combined precincts, and gained it, 
g reatest support in downtown C larem ont. 
Precinct 9. with its polling place at 
Sycam ore School, strongly favored the 
issue with 294 yes votes to 98 no votes. 
So did Precinct 10 in the Mountain 
View School area, where 231 voters said 
yes, and 130 said no. 
Voters in the Piedm ont Mesa area de­ 
feated the issue, 148 to 103. Voters m the 
D anbury precinct area also w ere against 
the 40-cent question, 128 to 118. 
I he issue was close in the Vista School 
area where 119 \o te rs said yes, and 112 
said no. 
Steffen said that with the passage 0 ? 
the 40-cent question, the district should 
be able to continue its present level or 
program s, but also should be able to 
strengthen certain areas. 
Two years ago the district voters pas­ 
sed a 78-cent tax override w hich expire - 
June 30. 


13-year-old boy fatally stabbed 
Pomona High student arrested in slaying 


POMONA — A 13-year-old boy w as 
stabbed to death here Tuesday night by 
a 16-year-old a tte r an exchange of words 
developed into a fight, police reported. 
The 
victim 
w as 
Randolph 
Irvan 
Rudolph, 
2183 
Ravenswood 
Way, who 
died in Pomona Valley Com m unity Hos­ 
pital about 30 m inutes after being taken 
there. He had a single knife wound in his 
left side. 
The suspect, A rrested on suspicion of 
m urder, was not identified by authorities 
because he is a juvenile. He is a Pomona 
High School student. 


The slaying w as the second in Pomona 
w ithin three days. Last Saturday night 
23-year-old Elm o H artw ell Newton Jr. 
W'as shot to death outside 3111 Abbott St. 
Tuesday night’s stabbing occurred at 
Ted G reene Park, O range Grove and La 
Verne avenues, at 8:30. Police reported 
th at the suspect told them later th at he 
w as there with a couple of friends w atch­ 
ing a ball gam e, when Randolph rode by 
on a bike. He said th at when he asked 
Randolph w hat kind of bike he w as rid­ 
ing, Randolph stopped and becam e bel­ 
ligerent 


The suspect claim ed that the younger 
boy began pushing him and his two 
friends 
around 
and 
that 
the 
victim 
tripped him to the ground. As he got up, 
the youth said, the 13-year-old tried to 
hit him and he pulled a spring-knite 
from his pocket and struck at Randolph. 
Police said the youth told them he 
thought Randolph had blocked his blow 
because he got on the bike and rode 
aw ay. The suspect went to a neighbor's 
home, w here he w as arrested later. 
Randolph didn’t get far on the bike, 
however. M ary C. M urray, 37, said he 


pushed open her kitchen door at 2142 
Spencer St. and said, “ Help me. Call m y 
ps ents.” Then he collapsed onto the 
floor and began thrashing about and vo­ 
m iting. She called police. The victim lost 
consciousness just after police arrived 
and did not regain consciousness before 
dying. 
Randolph’s 
parents, 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
Jonas 
Rudolph, w ere at the hospital 
when their son died. Mrs. Rudolph had 
to be sedated. The body later w'as tu m id 
over to the coroner’s office tor ex am ­ 
ination 


Police said the suspect surrendered a 
knife to them W’hen he was arrested. It 
w as 8*2 inches long with a spring-acti­ 
vated blade about three inches long that 
shoots straight out when the button is 
pressed. 


The stabbing had nothing to do with 
the baseball gam e being played at the 
park.

m ona six m onths ago from Los Angeles.

LOS AN GULES (U P!) — 
\ former 
major league baseball player was ar­ 
rested Tuesday on charges of trying to 
extort $250,000 from a steamship line 
with a threat that bombs were aboard 
one of its liners at sea. 
Officers on the Island Princess, carry­ 
ing 830 i i r ons, found suspicious objects 
on the bridge and in the engine room 
and threw them overboard, the FBI re­ 
ported. 
Gerald E. Priddy, 33, tormer second 
baseman for the Detroit Tigers. New 
York 3: nkees and other teams, was ar- 
reMed \;*hen he tried to pick up the ran­ 
som money at a drop, the FBI said. 
The FBI originally reported that “ live 


bombs” were found aboard the passen­ 
ger liner, but later issued an “ amended 
report.” saying that “ packages” had 
been found and hurled into the sea. 
The liner was last reported sailing 
southward off the coast of Baja Califor­ 
nia. Mexico, about 300 miles south of San 
Diego. Calif., with a Coast Guard plane 
keeping watch overhead. It carries about 
525 passengers and 323 crewmen, said a 
spokesman for Princess Cruises steam­ 
ship lines. 
An extortionist made 
“ a series of 
calls—four or five or more” to the line's 
office here Tuesday, demanding the mo­ 
ney in return tor information on the whe­ 
reabouts oi the explosives, the spokes­ 
man said. 


“ At first he just said there was a 
bomb aboard one of our ships." the spo­ 
kesman said, so the line radioed a war­ 
ning to the captains ot both its vessels at 
sea, the Island Princess and the Prin­ 
cess Italia, which was on a four-day par­ 
ty cruise near the Guada Islands off the 
west coast of Mexico. 
The FBI was notified immediately, and 
an open circuit establish between the 
FBI bureau in Los Angeles and the cap­ 
tain of the Island Princess Eric Bjurs- 
tedt. The Princess ships are based in the 
United States but registered in Norway 
and sail with Norwegian open ting crews 
and Italian service personnel. 
The FBI described the packages as cy­ 
linders about 4 inches long and about the 


me diameter. 1 he FBI said the pack­ 
ages were wrapped in brown paper. Tie 
Coast Guard said they were wrapped in 
grey tape. 
1 he FBI handled negotiations with the 
extortionist, the line said, including all 
uetails of where the money should be 
left. 
Agents said Priddy was arrested when 
he retrieved the package at a location in 
the area of Burbank, where Priddy fans 
a sales promotion office. Jerry Priddy 
and Associates. 
He was scheduled to he -ip-unm: *o- 
day on a charge of extortion, which car­ 
ries a penalty of up to 2J jtars i. pa uu, 
the FBI said. 
Priddy confirmed to his jailers that he 


was the former baseball star, police 
said. Sports writers and organized base­ 
ball officials also said Priddy was the 
former second baseman. 


Priddy’s baseball career began with 
I lie New York Yankees in 1941 and ended 
in 1932 when he broke a leg sliding home 
against St. Louis in his 386th consecutive 
game lor the Detroit Tigers. He also 
played for the Washington Senators and 
the St. Louis Browns, and managed 
Seattle in the Pacific Coast League in 
1954. He played for the Yankees In the 
1942 world series and for many years 
held the major league record for the 
most double plays by a second baseman. 
In 1939, he became a golf pro.

Charles W. Sandman Jr.. defeated Gov. 
William T. Cahill in Tuesday’s Republi­ 
can primary, and called his sold victory 


the nation’s first proof that the voters

Watergate-type 


>candals. 
A mushrooming scandal over the fun­ 
ding of Cahill’s 1969 campaign—won lar­ 
gely on the promise that he would sweep 
out corruption that tainted the admin­ 
istration of his Democratic predeces­ 
sor-denied a New Jersey governor a 
renomination for the first time m -tate 
history. 
With 4.306 of the state’s 3.372 distrcta 
reporting, Sandman had 139.120 votes, nr 
39 per cent, to Cahill’s 110.543. 
In the November general election. San­ 
dman will meet Brerdan T. Byrne, a for­ 
mer judge who defeated \ woman and 
three other candidates in Democratic 
balloting. 
Sandman, a 
four-term congressman 
with a conservative voting record who 
lost to Cahill in the 19f9 primary, said 
corruption in government “ lias got to be 
eradicated.” 
“ The people are exacting tht- 
Sand­ 
man 
said 
in 
his victory statement. 
“ This is the first major test in the 
country', and this. I believe, is the re.t-on 
tor the outcome being as overwhelming 
as it is. and based upon all of this the 
people have asked for reform. 
They’re demanding changes, for who­ 
ever happened as a result of bad juug- 
ment shall never happen again." 
He did not specifically mention Watei- 
gate, but it was clear he was referring to 
that and the state scandal*. 


Tall buildings sway in H-blast 


PAHUTE MESA, Nev. (U PI) - A 
hydrogen bomb jolted this remote volcan­ 
ic mesa early today with a maximum 
force of one million tons of TNT which 
swayed high-rise buildings 
110 
miles 
away in Las Vegas. 
The thermonuclear device was dis­ 
tinctly telt in the Las Vegas area, both 
in ground-level structures as well as in 
the towering gambling resorts in the 
downtown area and on the Las Vegas 
Strip. 
An observer at the top of the Mint Ho­ 
tel described the building as undergoing 
a gentle 4waving motion. Chandeliers 
swung in ground floor structures. 
The Atomic Energy Commission an­ 
nounced the device to be in a yield range 


of 200 kilotons to one megaton. One 
megaton is an equivalent ol one million 
tons of TNT. enough to fill Yankee Sta­ 
dium. 
The 
adobe-built 
Exchange Club 
in 
Beatty. Nev.. 32 miles from ground zero, 
was evacuated prior to the detonation. 
The AEC also cleared mines in areas 
near the Nevada Test Site because of pos­ 
sible falling rocks. 
\ resident at Beatty. Bud Cathcart. 
>aid. “ We did just have a blast but it 
wasn’t that much of a jolt, just lasted 
about a second. 
Cathcart, who was at the club, said the 
jolt didn't seem “ as severe as one we 
had a few years ago. That was about one 
megaton.” 


An attendant at a service station at 
Beatty said the blast “ shook pretty good 
tor two or three seconds, just like a 
small quake." 


The earth bulged skyward several feet 
amj a dust cloud rose above ground zero 
at 6 a.m. when the device was triggered 
by microwave impulses from a control 
point 23 miles away. 


Observers were stationed atop nine 
high rise structures at blast time includ­ 
ing the MGM Grand Hotel and a new 
addition to the Tropicana, both under 
construction. 


Th? AEC said the observers “ felt the 
jolt quite distinctly.” 
Th? Environmental Protection Agency 


had several planes in the air over the 
area to determine if any radiation leaked 
into the atmosphere. 
The AEC said immediately after the 
device was detonated that there was no 
tion of 
’ a’- and e rly observa­ 
tions of data indicated a successful test. 
The blast vaporized tons of volcanic 
rock in the 3.490-foot deep shaft that was 
72 inches in diameter and drilled at a 
cost of more than 81 million. But it did 
not mine out a cavern at the bottom o; 
the shaft as was common in the past, 
according to data checked. 
The test was the sixth announced un­ 
derground test this calendar year and 
was No. 2.54 since the ban on atmospher­ 
ic tests in 1963.

Nixon’s top domestic affairs aide until he 
resigned in the Watergate scandal, noti­ 
fied the di-st rict attorney’s office Tuesday 
that Ehrlichman “ will voluntarily come 
in to testify.”

Following instructions to all wit­ 
nesses. he refused to discuss his specific 
testimony in the secret heat ing, but he 
told reporters he thought District Attor­ 
ney Joseph Busch "is g<ijig after the 
h:gher-ups” responsible for the break-in. 
He noted that “ immunity has been 
granted to almost everyone who actually 
participated in the burglary.” and thus 
the remaining targets for indictment are 
not the men who carried it out. but those 
who ordered it. 
Ehrlichman lus acknowledged that he 
set up a special White House squad to 
plug security leaks at Nixon’s instruction. 
Members ol the squad directed the 
break-in at the office of Dr. Lewis Field­ 
ing, Ellsberg’s psychiatrist, on Labor 
Day weekend 1971 to look for material 
that would help in drawing up a psy­ 
chiatric assessment of Ellsberg. who had 
been revealed as the source of the Pen­ 
tagon Papers leak.

trustees voted unanimously to limit dis­ 
cussion on the teacher pay demands. 


The walkout was recommended by 
Pfeifer after the board decided to allow 
one representative, Walter Eby, to speak 
in behaif of teacher demands, but re­ 
fused to allow 29 other teachers, who had 
signed up to speak, to make presenta­ 
tions. 
The motion to limit discussion to the 
one representative wras made by trustee 
Don 
Donnelly and seconded by Dr. 
James Bell. 
“ Any other discussion is in violation of 
the law to meet and confer in good 
faith.” Donnelly said. “ The board s rep­ 
resentative is in a better position to 
handle that dialogue in the legal frame­ 
work.” 
Pfeifer argued that the teachers are 
“ not convinced that we have a fair and 
equitable platform for the meet-and-con- 
ter process.” 
He said he thought the beard would 
want to hear from the teachers because 
the administration said it had made its 
final offer and the “ representative coun­ 
cil had rejected that offer.” 
Following the meeting, he said the rep­ 
resentative council Monday rescinded its j 
“ no-strike position,” which had been in 
effect since 1962.

LONDON (U PI) — Once a currency 
crisis starts, it is like a tire feeding on 
itself. The embers of the present dollar 
crisis began to glow' when the dollar was 
devalued again in February. All that was 
needed was Watergate to fan the flames. 
My own view is that the Nixon admin­ 
istration was very’ unwise to devalue the 
dollar. We now have a situation where 
the world’s major currency has been de­ 


valued twice in less than 18 months. Noi 
even the pound in its worst days was 
able to emulate this. 
i ue administration thought it saw an 
opportunity to restore confidence in the 
dollar by making U.S. exports cheaper 
and thus improve its balance-ot-pay- 
ments situation. All that it really did 
was 
to 
undermine confidence in ihe 
dollar ail the more. 
People thought: If there has been two 
devaluations, who i- to say there won’t 
be a third? Europeans who invested in 
dollar stocks, bonds and other 
’ollar 
securities were so badly hurt with the 
two dec uuations that they were just net 
prepared to be caught again holding 
depreciating dollars. Not surprisingly, 
they began to gel out of dollars into the 
niaior European currencies and gold 


The ru<-h >oon turned into a stampede. 
Beaiin , in mind the extent most major 
European currencies have since risen 
again-,t the dollar and the increa-e in 
gold prices in the last three months of 
about $63 an ounce, anyone whc -old 
dollars at that time has realized an im­ 
mense capital appreciation. 
Then along cam* Watergate. 1 consider 
this the most import int factor in the 
chain reaction against the dollar. Here 
you have a situation w here pec ole on one 
extreme think Pre-;dent Nixon is going 
to be impeached. Even the moderates 
think at very best he is going to be so 
weakened in hi* dealings with Congress 
that he i- just not going to have the au 
thoritv to take the reas-uring internal 
and external economic 
measures 
he 
might h.i\e done had there been no Wa­ 


tergate. So conlidence in the dollar ob­ 
viously waned. 
Things could be wor e. 
Iht tact that exchange rates oi major 
European currencies are floating against 
the dollar— rising and tailing according 
to demand—ha- taken .«onte of the pres­ 
sure off the dollar. If we still had fixed 
i xchange rates as in the days before the 
February dollar devaluation, the world 
monetary' system w'Ould have crumbled 
by now. 
No European central bank could have 
withstood the pressure of buying up bil­ 
lions of speculative dollar- in an effort to 
uetend the value of their own currcncic- 
and maintain fixed rates. 
The outlook for the dollar, however, is 
nut encouraging. 
Taking into account the president's 


weakened authority and the nagging 
memory of two dollar devaluations In a 
short period of time, it’s goina to take a 
very, very long time indeed for people to 
regain confidence in the dollar. 
Tightening up on inflation in the United 
States, the president making conciliatory 
noises to Congress and other orthodox 
economic measures is simply not going 
to be enough 
What i 
neeued is the emergence of 
Nix( n with some kind of political -tabil- 
ty behind him. Ml the sensations) head­ 
lines over Watergate have got to be fi­ 
nally laid to rest and there has to be 
some concrete evidence the U.S. balance 
of payments is really beginning to im­ 
prove. 
Xnother dollar devaluation would put 
the -ltuatton beyond salvation.

The committee’s chief coun­ 
sel, Samuel Dash, said ihete 
was no present intention to 
try to subpoena such logs. 
Dash indicated at the outset 
of today’s Watergate bearing 
session "that there bad been a 
misunderstanding ot remat ks 
he made Tuesday to newsmen 
about a subpoena being pre- 


pared to try to force release 
of the logs. 
Dash issued a written state­ 
ment saying: “ Neither I nor 
the committee has issued any 
statement that such a sub­ 
poena is being served on the 
White House. The committee 
does plan to seek such infor­ 
mation. 
“ However, 
all 
commu­ 
nications between the com­ 
mittee and the White House 
concerning the appearance of 
White House staff members 
before the committee or the 
production of documents have 
taken place through informal

“ To this day, the committee 
has received full cooperation 
with all its requests.”

Reporters who interviewed 
Dash at the conclusion of the 
hearings Tuesday said Dash 
clearly said a subpoena would

Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr., 
R-Tenn., vice-chairman of the 


committee, commented that a 
request was being made to 
the White House for the logs 
and that cooperation was ex- 
n^Ct6Cl.

OLATHE. Colo. (UP1) - 
The last edition of the Olathe 
Criterion contained the news­ 
paper’s obituary. Cause of 
death was diagnosed as a 
town that didn’t care. 
“ Except for a handful of six 
or eight people in Olathe, few 
seem to care that the commu­ 
nity was slowly losing its 
voice,’’ publisher Damon A. 
Hubbard said in a front page 
editorial in the last edition 
last week. “ Now it is over. 
We no longer will work two 
days a week for nothing.” 
In an age of instant com­ 
munication, the weekly news­ 
paper in Olathe, population 1,- 
000, was where subscribers 
went to find out who was vis­ 
iting town, what the crops 
looked like and what went cn 
at Rotarv Club. But Hubbard

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said there were not enough 
readers. 


“ There were only a handful 
ot 
people 
concerned 
they 
were going to lose the news­ 
paper,” Hubbard said today. 
"It’s

thought 1 was talking through 
my hat.” 
Hubbard’s 
editorial 
also 
blamed lack of advertising 
revenue and rising production 
costs tor the demise of the 
newspaper, founded in 1903. 
His last edition contained two 
big ads—one for a bank and 
the second for a hardware 
store. 
“ It’s a vicious cycle,” he 
said. “ We had 500 paid circu­ 
lation two years ago but it’s 
down to 350. The economic si­ 
tuation in western Colorado is 
ridiculous. If you don’t have 
the circulation, you can’t get 
the advertising.” 
Buildings stand empty on 
the main street in Olathe and 
the Rotary Club was going to 


disband before the district 
commander of Rotary Inter­ 


national convinced the seven 


regulars to try it for one 
more year. 


The owner of the four-story 
building that housed the Cri­ 
terion told Hubbard he tried 
to trade the property for a 
new car but he couldn’t make 
a deal. Hubbard, owner of 
two other western Colorado 
weeklies, bought the paper in 
1971. He said he was $7,000 in 
the red when he closed the 
doors. 


“ It’s always bad to see a 
newspaper go under,” Hub­ 
bard said. “ I’m afraid it’s the 
people’s own fault. It was 
their 
indifference, 
literally. 
We’d write a story saying we 
wanted suggestions and we’d 
never get any answers.’ 


In the last issue, Hubbard 
tipped his hat to the readers 
who did care—the ones he 
said talked with him about 
the problems of the Criterion 
and paid their bills on time.

The new committee makeup 
i n c l u d e s three Democrats 
vehemently opposed to capital 
punishment, 
three 
Republi­ 
cans who favor it and fresh­ 
man Assemblyman Julian Di­ 
xon, a "swing’ vote who says 
he will keep an “ open mind” 
on the bills even though he 
generally opposes the death 
penalty. 
“ I feel the committee, as it 
is now composed, offers the 
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best opportunity possible for j 
a reasonable and fair consid- I 
eration of death penalty legis­ 
lation,” Moretti said. 
Meade 
filled 
a 
vacancy 
created when Assemblyman 
John J. Miller, D-Berkeley, 
resigned from the committee 
because he was not chosen as 
its new chairman by Moretti. 
Miller, also a death penalty 
foe. had been vice chairman. 
Meade, 
who 
campaigned 
last year against Prop. 17 
-the initiative giving the legis­ 
lature power to revive capital 
punishment, sought the com­ 
mittee seat because he “ wan­ 
ted a hand in making the 
case publicly” 
against 
the 
death penalty. 
If a capital punishment bill 
should reach the Assembly 
floor, he said he will offer 
amendments requiring “ some 
kind of public viewing” of 
executions, including possible 
televising them.

POMONA — Supt. Robert Wentz rec­ 
ommended Tuesday night that Pomona 
school trustees make an “early decision’’ 
on the proposed conversion of Yorba 
School but said the district should post­ 
pone its decision on relocating Park 
Avenue High School. 
Wentz’ statement wfas made at a spe­ 
cial board session called primarily to 
continue public discussions of admin­ 
istrative proposals for broad changes in 
the use of school plants. 
Tw'O of the proposals — the suggestion 
fhat Yorba be converted into a daytime 
adult school or demonstration school and 
that 
Park 
Avenue 
Continuation 
High 
School be relocated at Lincoln School — 
have met angry opposition during the 
past two weeks from citizens living in 
the northwest area. 
The lopsided citizen debate, the fifth 
such hearing conducted by trustees, con­ 
tinued at the meeting with all but three 
of the 13 citizens who spoke calling ei­ 
ther for outright rejection of the con­ 
version or postponement of the decision. 
Wentz told the trustees they “ should 
decide by June 12.’’ if possible, on the 
recommendations to: 


—Restructure 
grades 
ot 
Pomona 
schools to (1) K-6, 7-8 and 9-12 or (2) 
K-5. 6-8 and 9-12 bv September 1974 from 
•the present structure of K-6, 7-9, 10-12. 
—Rebuild portions of Washington and 
Alcott schools which do not contorm to 
pre-1933 Field Act standards. 
—Consolidate Yorha with San Jose, 
which he said can handle Yorba’s small 
200-plus enrollment. 
Wentz advised postponement of the de­ 
cision on the continuation .school until 


further studies of alternate plans can be 
completed. 
Worthy of the board’s consideration, he 
said, was the offer of help from Cal 
Poly’s School of Environmental Design 
to review the costs of various sugges­ 
tions — moving the school to an aban­ 
doned industrial facility, such as the old 
Southern California Gas Co. building on 
Second Street, building a new plant, 
remodeling the old school or arm* her 
school, such as Lincoln, tor continuation 
school use. 
He said the proposals also be coordi­ 
nated with city planning. 
He reminded the audience, however, 
that the state requires the district to 
maintain a continuation school for teena­ 
gers who have been expelled or have 
“dropped out” of regular high schools. 
The present plant is “ too small and *00 
inadequate and should be a separate and 
additional 
facility 
from 
regular 
high 
schools.” he said. 
Several citizens testified that the clos­ 
ing of Lincoln and Yorba would serve 
onlv to accelerate the declining enroll­ 
ment in Pomona schools, which was pre­ 
sented. along with the correlating declin­ 
ing income, as the primary reason for 
the promised changes. 
Marvin R. Nelson. wrho sa.d he has 
worked 
on 
the city’s 
Redeveicpment 
Commission, “ struggling to keep the city 
alive.” urged trustees to “ proceed with 
caution.” 
“We must have a strong residential 
are;.. If we remove the two cenrral ele- 
mentary schools (from Pomona) we v ill 
no longer encourage families to move in. 


I implore you to wait. Don't kill me 
w'hole city.” 
Nelson Scherer said converting Lincoln 
would destroy the Lincoln Park neigh­ 
borhood. which he said is a “micracosm 
or the whole community with homes 
ranging in value from the low teens to 
the $100,000 bracket.” 
Scherer said residents there are con­ 
cerned about the “central decay” of the 
city and urged an in-depth study before 
action. 
Closing

Lincoln 
“ might appear to be a good tactical 


move, but would be a strategic blunder,” 
said Bernie Cestone. “ It would be self- 
defeating, 
It 
might relieve operating 
costs, but it would cause the loss ot more 
students.” 
Dr. Jack Worden charged that the pub­ 
lic was not provided all the intormation 
about the proposals that »he trustees re­ 
ceived. 
“The adult education school proposal is 
a farce, a cover up. to free funds needed 
to bus Diamond Bar students to high 
school,” he said. 
Closing down Yorba would save the 


district $40,000 and thus provide the 
000 needed to bus Diamond Bar students 
into Ganesha High, he claimed.

Expressing an opposite view was Mrs. 
Doreen Keepers who told trustees and 
administrators, “I trust your motives, 
and I commend you.” 
Deploring what she called “ malignant 
accusations” last week against the su­ 


perintendent, she urged an early decision 
and told the audience, ‘For those of you 
w'ho spoke negatively, may i remind you 
that before rise present superintendent 
came, we had to close dow n schools (be­ 
cause of racial rioting). This year we 
have not had to close one school.” 
Richard Owens said Yorba “ should ne­ 
ver have been built in the first place” 
and urged trustees to remember the dis­ 
trict as a whole and “show me you’re 
not closing schools to serve a special in­ 
terest like Diamond Bar” or maintaining 
a “private” school for 250 kids at Yorba.

Skylab to prove 
space is useful 


It they had planned it that w ax. spare agency 
officials'could not have come up with a drama bel­ 
ter calculated to rekindle popular interest in. it not 
enthusiastic support 
for, 
the country’s on-going 
space program. 
Fortunately no human lives were jeopardized by 
the trouble the Skylab ran into a mere 63 seconds 
after its launch — loss of a micrometeoroid shield 
and damage to the laboratory s main solar poxxvt 
arrays, xxith its consequent overheating in orbit — 
but a nationxvide groan went up at the prospect of 
the S2-billion-plus venture going down the drain. 
It is a tribute to the flexibility and skill of NASA 
engineers that so much of the original program has 
been salvaged. 
It now appears that Skylab’s first occupants, as­ 
tronauts Conrad. Kerwin and Weitz will be able to 
complete their scheduled 28 days in orbit and ac­ 
complish the bulk of the scientific, technical a n d 
biochemical experiments that had been planned fot 
them. If all continues to go well with them, txvo 
more three-man crews will be sent up to Skylab 
later this year, each for 56-day stays. 
Skylab is of a fundamentally different nature from 
the tremendously more expensive Apollo moon ex­ 
ploration program. It is the tirst man-in-space effort 
whose primary purpose is of an applications nature 
’-r the acquisition of knowledge that will be of prac- 
?tical and direct benefit to man-on-earth. 
For exam ple, a number of experiments deal with 
the remote sensing of earth resources like c r o p s , 
water, mineral deposits, sea lile. In a world of ex­ 
panding population and shrinking resources, the 
knoxvledge gained by Skylab could l>e of incalculable 
importance in the future. 
Skylab has already proved that man can I unction 
in space, even under the most adx’erse circum s­ 
tances. If it also shows that astronauts do not suffer 
untoward physiological effects after prolonged pe­ 
riods of weightlessness of as much as two months, it 
will have proved that man belongs in space as well. 


Employers' duty

Those in the ranks of the Guard and Reserx’e lot- 
ces are people from our own communities and local 
businesses who have voluntarily taken on the added 
reponsibility of the security of America by making 
them selves available for recall or mobilization. 
These men and women who put service to their 
lountry ahead of personal comfort and convenience, 
xvho are willing to leave their families and triends 
when duty calls, cannot be allowed to risk lo>s of 
employment security.

Mitchell described Haldeman to the 
Senate investigators as “ the man at 
the W'hite House closest to the political 
scene.” Mitchell also noted that the de­ 
posed presidential counsel, John Dean,

stolen from him by the White House.” 
Notes the Senate sum m ary: 
“ Mitchell states that he was sorry to 
see Dean leax'e in that he was an ex­ 
trem ely able, sophisticated and profes­ 
sional lawyer wfho operated in the true 
sense of confidentially.

NATO imperiled 
by deep problems

BRUSSELS - The dangers facing the 24-year-old NATO mi­ 
litary alliance can be seen in the failure so far of a quiet quest 
by Gen. Andrew J. G oodpaster, U.S. com m ander-in-chief for 
Europe, for m onetary help to keep Am erican troops in Europe 
Goodpaster, NATO suprem e com m ander, is asking European 
m em bers of NATO for much m ore help in easing the chronic 
U.S. balance-of-paym ents deficit, over $2 billion a y ear of 
which results from NATO costs. To avoid the odium of 300,000 
Am erican troops in Europe labelled as m ercenaries, the U.S. 
seeks no direct budgetary- aid but w ants balance-of-paym ents 
relief — perhaps by transferring dollar holdings of W estern 
European governm ents to non-m ilitary program s in place of 
U. S. aid. 
Such transfers m ight deflate isolationists in the U.S. Senate, 
now gaining strength against a W atergate-w eakened President 
Nixon for unilateral U.S. troop w ithdraw als. They would then 
be deprive^ of th eir potent m onetary argum ent. Thus, it is of 
great concern that the response to G oodpaster has been so 
negative. 
As we reported from Bonn, W estern European leaders are 
frantic at the thought of a m ajor U.S. w ithdraw al. Yet, they do 
nothing to prevent it. Only West G erm any now contributes 
econom ically to U.S. troops in Eruope. The others w ant no 
part of it. and G erm an officials say a greater burden for them 
is politically impossible. 


Alliance Is imperishable 


The result: deepening apprehension at NATO’s sprawling 
headquarters here. Although the am bassadors to NATO con­ 
tend the alliance is im perishable after contributing to a gener­ 
ation ot unprecedented European peace, they are disturbed by 
thè contrast between the present m ilitary exertions of West 
and East. 
The Soviet Union, while talking detente, is m ethodically con- 
inuing its qualitative build-up of aircraft and arm or in Len­ 
irai Europe. Some 1.500 new Soviet tanks (T-62s plus improved 
versions that som e call the T-63) have been brought into Cen­ 
tral Europe to replace the T-54s, which are not being returned 
to Russia but kept on standby status. P articularly heavy tank 
concentrations have poured into Hungary, w-hich Moscow con­ 
tends is not in Central Europe and therefore not subject to the 
yienna negotiations on m utual troop reductions. 
No W estern diplom at concludes from this th at the Soviets 
plan to assault W estern Europe. 
But some diplom ats do be­ 
lieve the K rem lin’s arm am ents program s are intended to ove­ 
raw e the NATO nations and, combined with a m assive U.S. 
w ithdraw al, dom inate them politically. 
In response, the sm aller NATO partners seem tired of m i­ 
litary preparedness. D em m ark is reducing its troop com m it­ 
ment. Belgium w ants to cut the length of service for con­ 
scripts. C anada’s troop contribution, though very high in qual­ 
ity, is very sm all. 
One astute W estern diplom at h ere observes that the Euro­ 
pean NATO nations were fielding over 400 divisions in 1939 on 
the eve of World W ar II hut can barely scrape up 40 divisions 
today.“ W estern Europe is a m onster,” he explains, “ It has a 
wortderful stom ach and digestive apparatus but no m uscle, no 
arm s and no legs. It is totally oriented to consum ption " 


No intent in saving dollars 


Nor have the E uropean m ilitary establishm ents shown much 
interest in U.S. attem p ts to save billions of dollars by stan d ar­ 
dizing equipm ent (as the W arsaw P act nations have done). “ 1 
would m easure our progress tn m illim eters,” a senior U.S. 
official told us. 
M oreover, high-ranking E uropean officers do not really ac­ 
cept the NATO doctrine of “ flexible response” — that is, po­ 
tentially responding to Soviet attack by either conventional or 
nuclear m eans. They believe only a nuclear deterrent is cre­ 
dible, m eaning th at U.S. troop* m ust be present a s the tri-w ire 
for the U. S. nuclear arsenal. That thinking puts considerably 
less prem ium on the Europeans keeping up their troop com ­ 
m itm ents. 
On top of all this, Europe has tell neglected by the Nixon 
adm inistration. Accordingly, NATO diplom ats welcomed both 
the assignm ent of White House counselor Donald Rum sfeld to 
till the U.S. am bassadorship to NATO, virtually em pty the last 
two years, and Dr Henry K issinger’s call for a “ New Atlantic 
C harter." 
But 
K issinger’s 
speech, 
irritating 
Europeans 
by linking 
trade, m onetary and m ilitary m atters, scarcely solved NATO’» 
deepening problem s. More im portant, it w as drowned out — 
e \en in Brussels — by the W atergate clam or. H er» as else­ 
where. Mr. Nixon cannot* fully confront crucial questions while 
he is trying to save his very presidency

Council advances plans 
for Chino Civic Center

CHINO — The City Council look sevei- 
al actions Tuesday night to expedite af­ 
fairs for development of t^e Civic Center 
complex to house city and county office. 
Alter a presentation by Norm Cates 01 
VTN Associates on 
ihe layout of the 
“ cam pus design" complex, the council 
took its first action on the m atter that 
evening by accepting the approximate 
standards, established in (he presenta- 
tion, outlying arrangem ent of parking and 
buildings. 


Secondly, the council accepteJ th" rec­ 
ommendation of City Manager Boo Fast 
and named O’Melveny and Myers as leg- 
al consultants and Stone and Youngberg 
as financial consultants for the Civic Cen­ 
ter. 
Fast 
pointed 
out 
in 
his 
recom ­ 
mendations that both firms are known 
for their “ professional 
expertise 
wun 
agencies throughout the western United 
States.” 


Lastly, the council authorized Fast “ to 
select three or four architectural firms 
experienced in design of civic centers of 
the type desired by Chino, and to ar­ 
range for them to m ake present at ten 
proposals to the city council; “ and, ad­ 
ditionally, authorized him to confer with 
county personnel for the selection oi' an 
architect for site development. 


Fast explained that thi form er would 
strictly be an “ unilateral decision by »he 
council” while the selection of <. site de­ 
velopment architect would be “ mutually 
agreeable decision" of both the council 
and board of supervisors. 
All these de­ 
cision* were made witn the boov actinjz 
as both the citv council and iIk- reclevr- 


lopment agency. 
During the VTN presentation, Cates te- 
ported that the m aster pi^i tor the cen­ 
ter was 75 per cent complete. Fas* noted 
that if the council was pleased, ilv- next 
presentation would be in .. public hearing 
to give approval to the m aster plan. 
Cates stated that his firm had held 
several 
meetings 
with 
citizen 
groups, 
city and county staff <n order to arrive 
at the general design presented Tuesday. 
These series of meetings indicated a gen­ 
eral desire for the campus style ct lay­ 
out with an old California motif. 
The complex involved 11 acres, IIO.OOG 
square feet of building spac” and r>70 
parking spaces, with “ the rest devoted 10 
paving and landscaping.” The layout at­ 
tempts, said Cates both “ to focus build­ 
ings inward, as well as whenever pos­ 
sible provide a view of the citvV ’ Me 
also spoke highly of an onen spac) area 
in the form of a court yard in the front 
of the complex. Parking is main v in the 
rear of the compex. 
D and 7th Streets will remain open and 
l.a Madeleine Restaurant and parkin.*, 
would remain as they :«re presently. The 
consultants, commented Cates, are striv­ 
ing for the “ integration of city and coun­ 
ty facilities to be done in such a way 
that won’t be digging up county area to 
allow for city growth.”

Ten special offices opened last month, 
with less than 500 applications processed 
the first three weeks. 


A June 22 deadline had been set, but 
may be extended through July. 


“ We had projected 6.000 applications in 
the county from an eligible population of 
52.000 families," Mrs. Siracusa said. "If 
these 
52,000 families, 
however, 
29,000 
classified as homeowners.” 


Rent subsidies will range from $20 to 
$130 a month, depending on the family 
size and income. San Bernardino County 
was one of 12 jurisdictions in the U.S. 
selected for the rental assistance con­ 
cept. being implemented with the U.S. 
Department of Housing «fid Urban De­ 
velopment

Siracusa. "We sent out 4.000 flyers to or­ 
ganizations announcing the program, but 
seme did not know what to do with them.

Selection of families will be made by a 
computer on a random basis.

Hugh Scott Tuesday 
issued 
the figures—provided to him 
by the White House—because 
he said President Nixon was 
being subjected to a "double 
standard” on the wiretap is­ 
sue. 
Scon said he wanted to “ lift 
the debate out of its present 
false context where the Presi­ 
dent of the United States is 
on trial in the nation’s press 
for 
pursuing 
policies 
that 
were pursued extensively and 
energetically by his predeces­ 
sors.” 
The figures indicated that 
in the four full years of the 
Nixon 
administration, 
wire­ 
taps totaled 123 in 1961), 102 in 
1970, 101 in 1971 and 108 in 


1972. The totals for 1970, 1971 
and 1972 were the lowest an­ 
nual 
figures 
of 
any 
years 
since W orld War II except for 
113 in 1967 and 82 in 1968 
when Clark was attorney gen­ 
eral under President Lyndon 
B. Johnson. 


Scott said wiretaps totaled 
260 in 1964, Johnson’s first full 
year in the White House. The 
total also topped 200 in 1963 
and 1965. 
"Wiretaps for national se­ 
curity purposes, including of 
n e w s m e n and government 
employes, were not initiatives 
without precedent in previous 
administrations,” Scott said.

It appeared to be the first 
time that anyone speaking on 
behalf of the administration 
praised Clark, even by impli­ 
cation.

LITTLE PEOPLE S PUZZLE 
Sodium bicarb really aids fish heartburn? 


By D R . F R A N K M IL L E R 


DEAR DR. M ILLER: When 
a friend took me to see his 
fish, I noticed a box of baking 
soda next to his biggest tank. 
When I asked him about it, he 
said he kept it on hand be* 
cause Herman, his big angel- 
fish, gets heartburn. Was he 
putting me on? 


—M.McG. 


Dear M.McG.: 1 can’t vouch 
for Herman's heartburn, or 
lack of it; however, it is not 
an obvious problem with most 
angelfish. Sodium bicarb is 
more frequently added to the 
water than to the fish. Bi­ 
carbonate is an alkaiizer, of 
course, and raises the pH of 
the water. (Warning; Don’t 
casually dump a blob of bak­ 
ing soda in your tank. Don’t 
add any at all unless a pH 
test indicates you need it and 
then 
add 
just 
the 
proper 
amount. A too rapid rise in 
aquarium alkalinity could not 
only eliminate indigestion, it 
c o u l d 
also eliminate the 
fish.

DEAR DR. LAMB — In a 
column you state that people 
can be sensitive to sugar if it 
is a disaccharide, but not a 
monosaccharide. And you rec­ 
ommend using honey. 
I 
assure you 
that 
some 
people are sensitive to honey, 
and to all sugars except glu­ 
cose. 
I don’t know why—I only 
know it is so—as the famer 
said when he saw the giraffe. 
Dear Reader — There are 
mtiidvidual 
responses 
to 
foods. No doubt some indivi­ 
duals are sensitive to honey. 
Whether this is a type of food 
allergy or some other pecu­ 
liarity I can’t state for cer­ 
tain. Perhaps one explanation 
was offered by another rea­ 
der who wrote to complain to 
me that not all honey was 
pure honey but the honey 
manufacturers 
were 
per­ 
mitted to add syrup in limited 
amounts to honey and still la­ 
bel it pure. If this is true, the 
adding 
of 
a 
disaccharide 
( d o u b l e sugar) to honey 
would make it less tolerable 
to individuals who can’t split 
double 
sugars and 
absorb 
them. 
Glucose is a single sugar. 
Ordinary table sugar is a 
double sugar. It’s split in half 
bv an enzyme in the intestinal 
wall and then absorbed as a 
single sugar. You are correct, 
it a person were exceptionally 
sensitive 
to 
disaccharides, 
limiting sugar intake to glu­ 
cose 
would 
eliminate 
the 
problem. The double sugar 
sucrose is common in natural 


fruits. Fortunately most indi­ 
viduals do not have an abso­ 
lute intolerance to double su­ 
gars 
and 
can 
use 
small 
amounts but there are indivi­ 
duals who can’t ever, tolerate 
this. Indivuals who are truly, 
absolutely intolerant of table 
sugar or sucrose are relative­ 
ly rare — almost as rare as 
giraffe in a barnyard. 


DEAR 
DR. 
LAMB - I 
wouid like for you to answer 
a lew questions for me about 
artificial insemination. I un­ 
derstand that one must have 
a aonor match up with her 
husband. 
But. 
couldn’t 
the 
husband be that donor? Un­ 
der what condition 
can 
a 
woman have artificial insemi­ 
nation? Does this have to be 
done with the husband’s con­ 
sent? Does this have to be 
done in a hospital? Answer 
soon for I am thinking about 
having this done. 
Dear Reader — Artificial 
insemination has long been 
p r a c t i c e d in animal hus­ 
bandry. In this way, for ex­ 
ample. a quality or prize-win­ 
ning bull may father many 
more calves than would be 
otherwise possible. 
It has had less extensive 
use in people—usually only 
when 
the 
man 
is 
sterile. 
Rarely, it might have some 
value when normal relations 
are impossible for anatomical 
or other reasons but the hus­ 
band is not sterile. This would 
be the only possible reason 
for using artificial insemina­ 
tion with the husband being 
the donor.

DEAR DR. BROTHERS: I 
am a widow with two chil­ 
dren. 1 lost my husband in an

accident

vears ago. I ’m only 34 but 1 
feel old and worn out. Part of 
the problem is that people see 
me as a "widow,” not a per­ 
son. I’m really ready to meet 
new people, especially men, 
but people shy away from 
me. 1 live next door to mjT 
mother in-law, who can’t un­ 
derstand why I’m not satis­ 
fied with memories of the 
past and taking care of the 
kids. - T.F. 
Dear T.F.: Your impulses 
a r e healthy; 
unfortunately 
society’s ambivalent attitudes 
toward the widowed make it 
difficult for you to re-enter 
the mainstream of life. 
On an irrational level, the 
tear and taboo of death are 
probably 
partly 
responsible 
for 
the 
coolness 
of 
those 
around you. You have been 
touched by death and many 
people prefer to deal with the 
idea of death by shutting it 
out of 
their consciousness, 
which may also mean shut­ 
ting you out as well, since 
you are a "widow.” 
On a social level, there are 
1 e w 
existing 
patterns 
by 
which the single parent can 
be brought into a society that 
i s 
decidedly 
"couple-cen­ 
tered.” Until you have a par­ 
tner, you are likely to lead a 
restricted social life. But this 
is made difficult by your 
relative isolation from social 
activity. 
To find people who do not 
categorize you as a "widow,” 
you may have to move into 
new areas, in circles where 
you will be accepted for your­ 
self. Getting a job, moving,

joining a group are all pos­ 
sible ways of accomplishing 
this. 
By no means should you 
feel guilty about your desire 
to meet new people, especial­ 
ly men. 
Divorced and wi­ 
dowed individuals who remar­ 
ry tend to be better adjusted 
than those who fail to remar­ 
ry, 
according 
to research. 
Your mother-in-law’s lack of 
understanding 
is 
probably 
based on some fairly old-fash- 
ionea ideas about "proper” 
behavior of a widow. And on 
a more emotional level, she 
may feel that if she did not 
discourage you from dating 
she would be disloyal to her 
son. 
Breaking out of your isola­ 
tion will take a determined 
effort. 
Moving 
away 
from 
your in-laws might be not 
o n l y physically liberating, 
decreasing 
their 
day-to-day 
involvement in your life, but 
psychologically liberating, al­ 
lowing you to begin to think 
of yourself as an individual 
again, not just as a widow. 
However, if you can explain 
your feelings to your in-laws, 
they might be willing, with 
child care at least, to help 
you to change your situation, 
if only because they would 
like to remain close to their 
grandchildren. 
But if you feel that moving 
would be best, it might be 
practical to try to find ano­ 
ther woman in a situation 
similar to yours, who would 
be willing to share not only 
the economic but the domes­ 
tic and child-care burdens. 
Getting a job, if that can be 
arranged, would also help re­ 


lieve your sense of isolation. 
Don’t, feel obligated to tell 
people immediately that you 
are a widow. Wearing your 
wedding band on your right 
hand might also help to con­ 
vey your desire for new rela­ 
tionships.

The early margarine ma­ 
kers mostly used animal fats. 
Whale oil was quite popular 
in Europe. The new product 
was called oleo, a word re­ 
lated to oil. The name alone 
could have been considered a 
major handicap for any food 
item. 
B u t from Mege-Mouries’ 
idea grew 
the 
process of 
churning the margarine with 
milk, kneading it to a plastic 
consistency 
n?1d 
*'n«'k*<,,ns7 


it—all by means of equipment 
designed to make butter! 
Primarily as a result of ef­ 
forts of competive industries, 
margarine soon became sub­ 
ject to severe restrictive leg­ 
islation, 
both 
federal 
and 
state. High taxes were im­ 
posed, particularly, on yellow 
margarine. 
The margarine foes found a 
powerful weapon that served 
them for years. Since most of 
the 
early 
margarine 
was 


made from imported oils, this 
situation was used to gain 
support for the restrictions, 
on 
the 
grounds 
that 
the 
foreign oil imports were ini­ 
mical to the American farmer 
Then 
an 
important 
devel­ 
opment in margarine process­ 
ing occurred. 
In the 1930s, after consid- 
e r a b 1 e research, manufac­ 
turers discovered a method of 
making margarine from vege­ 
table oils produced domesti­ 
cally. As a result. American 
cottonseed and soybean gro­ 
wers took an immediate in- 


terest in removing the re­ 
strictions. They were joined 
in the 
1940s by consumer 
groups, which objected to the 
high margarine prices 
At that time only uncolored 
margarine was sold in most 
areas. Having the appearance 
of lard it was a most unappe­ 
tizing item on a dinner table. 
If a housewife wanted it co­ 
lored yellow she had to do it 
herself, and it was a tedious, 
messy task. 
To this situation the anti­ 
margarine forces answered, 
in effect. "There are many 


excellent colors the margar­ 
ine makers can use, including 
red, blue, purple and green, 
so why should they want yel­ 
low? Obviously, they’re just 
trying to imitate butter.” 
But Congress in 1950 re­ 
pealed all the federal taxes 
and license fees on margarine 
made in the United States. 
S t a t e legislatures followed 
this lead and soon the bans 
a g a i n s t yellow margarine 
were lifted. Thus, the con­ 
sumers were at last rnven a 
choice—and many now choose 
both.

1 he gunman, described as 
being between 18 and 23 years 
old, crouched, aimed a five- 
shot snub-nosed revolver and 
fired three shots at the vic­ 
tim. He then fired twice more 


at close range and fled down 
Pacific, throwing the gun in 
an alley. 
The death was the 
13th 
gangtype killing since March, 
1970, in Chinatown in addition 
to five persons shot to death 
in holdups which have been 
blamed on Chinatown gangs. 
Homicide Inspectors Frank 
Falzon and Jack Cleary said 
the victim had come to San 
Francisco from Hong Kong 
and had posed with the aid of 


a British accent as a medical 
student and a physicist. 
The inspectors said the vic­ 
tim may have been an advis­ 
er to young gang members 
and had told friends he lived 
“in fear of his life” because 
of his consultations.

It you are really into ■ 
this, you should check into 
the protein in the m eals your j 
children a re eating. 
M eatless casseroles tend to 
provide protein from several 
sources 
in 
the 
sam e 
dish, 
such as m acaroni or rice or 
cornm eaj or beans, all vege- 
t a b l e 
sources of 
protein, 
brightened up w ith much or ; 
little milk, cheese or eggs, j 
and vegetables. The 
grains 
and beans have som e protein 
but in sm aller am ounts per 
ounce than the protein from 
anim al sources. It is all pro­ 
tein th at the body can*use, 
but the anim al proteins are of 
g re ate r value from the sam e 
am ount of protein a s well as 
m ore protein per ounce. 
It is not hard to fmd out 
w hether you a re on the safe 
side in the protein your chil­ 
dren a re getting. The new 
U.S. guidelines to protein rec­ 
om m end one-third m ore protein 
if much of it com es from the 
vegetable 
sources 
such 
as 
grains, beans, vegetables or 
fruits than if m ost of it com es 
from m eat, fish, poultry and 
0ggS. 
The reason that the sm aller 
am ount of anim al proteins is 
enough is th at they contain a 


m ore com plete m ixture of the 
m aterials that m ake up pro­ 
tein (am ino acids) which the 
body can ’t m ake from other 
m aterials in foods. The pro­ 
tein in anim al sources differs 
som e in their protein efficien­ 
cy. and one w ith the highest 
rating is eggs. It is higher 
than m eats or milk. 


If you would like to add up 


the total am ount of protein in 


your child’s m eals, m ake a 


list of everything he eats on 
one or two .days. Put down 
the kind and am ount in cup- 
luls or tablespoons. 
Get 
a 
copy of the booklet, “ N utri­ 
tive Value of Foods.” fropi 
your nearest Public L ibrary, 
or the U.S. Federal Building 
bookshop for 30 cents. 
It is 
prepared by the U.S. D epart­ 
m ent of A griculture. Look up 
the toods on your list of the 
toods eaten in one day and jot 


down the am ounts of protein 
in two colum ns. One colum n 
will be for the proteins from 
anim al sources and the other 
for vegetable sources. 


Add up the total am ount of 


protein, then look on the last 


page of the booklet for the 


am ount 
of

recom ­ 
mended for the age of the 
child. The figure given is for 
protein from both anim al and 
vegetable sources. If your to­ 
tal is less, there should be

If you need m ore 
protein, and you w ant to fol­

Canning tomatoes from garden a rewarding pastime

Whether you «row your own 
or buy them from a nearby 
farm, take advantage of an 
abundant tomato crop by put­ 
ting up some to enioy long af­ 
ter the season has vanished. 
Depending on the size of 
your crop, you may choose to 
can a variety of tomato pro­ 
ducts or limit your canning to 
one or two specialties. You 
will need big jars for juice 
and smaller ones for tomato 
sauce, puree or catsup. They 
are all canned by the same 
method. 
While most vegetables must 
be processed in a pressure 
canner. tomatoes (botanically 
considered fruit) are prcessed 
like fruit in a boiling-water 
bath. Any deep kettle will 
work, 
but 
modestly-priced, 
water-bath canners are read­ 
ily 
available. They become 
with a rack designed to keep 
the jars separated and away 
from the bottom of the canner 
and are deep enough for the 
water to cover the jars and 
actively boil. 
Another utensil essential for 
use in canning tomatoes and 
tomato specialties is a food 
mill, the same mill that you 
use 
the 
year 
around 
for 
mashmg potatoes, 
straining 


soup and making applesauce, 
as well as for do/.ens of other 
everyday uses. 
If you go into tomato can­ 
ning in a really big way, then 
you may want to consider the 
large canning-size food mill. 
Either size makes quick work 
of canning tomato juice. Cut 
out the stems and white core 
from the washed tomatoes, 
then cook the unpeeled to­ 
mato pieces until soft. Strain 
them through a food mill. 
If you plan to can whole to­ 
matoes, you’ll need this same 
juice to fill in the space 
around 
the 
tomatoes. 
The 
same juice also becomes to­ 
mato puree when it is re­ 
duced and consequently thi­ 
ckened. You can put up to­ 
mato puree as is or season it 
using 1 teaspoon salt for each 
quart of puree.Tomato puree 
becomes tomato sauce when 
you cook onions, celery, green 
or red sweet pepper along 
with the tomatoes and add ex­ 
tra seasonings to taste. After 
straining the 
tomato vege­ 
table 
mixture, it 
is 
again 
cooked 
to 
a 
sauce 
con­ 
sistency . 
Still another tomato special­ 
ty that is fun to make is to­ 
mato catsup. Here again the 


tomato and seasonings are 
c o o k e d 
t h e n 
food-mill 
strained. For the desirable 
sweet-sour taste, add vinegar, 
sugar and spices and cook to 
thicken similar to catsup but 
cook to a thinner consistency 
and you’ve made your own 
barbecue sauce. 
In the past, canning instruc­ 
tions tor catsup, along with 
relishes and pickles seldom 
called for processing. The hot 
food was put into sterilized 
jars and sealed. Now, how­ 
ever, it is recommended that 
all pickles, relishes and acid 
type mixtures such as catsup 
be heat-processed to destroy 
organisms that cause spoilage 
and to 
inactivate enzymes 
that may alter color, flavor 
and texture. 
Given here are recipes for 
canning tomato juice and for 
msking tomato catsup using 
glass jars and two-piece met­ 
al caps. For additional reci­ 
pes and directions for other 
type closures, check the ex­ 
cellent booklets published by 
the manufacturers of canning 
jars. Check also government, 
library and bookstore offer­ 
ings. Some public libraries 
c a r r y certain government 
publications for salq and your 


county extension agent should 
be able to help. 
Look particularly for the 
USDA Home and Garden Bul­ 
letin #8 on “Home Canning 
of Fruits and Vegetables.” Or 
order it direct from the Su­ 
perintendent of 
Documents, 
U.S. Government Printing Of­ 
fice, Washington, D.C. 20402. 
An excellent new book that 
covers all aspects of preserv­ 
ing food is “ Putting Food 
By” by Ruth Hertzberg, Beat- 
r i c e 
Vaughn 
and 
Janet 
Greene, published by the Ste­ 
phen Greene Press of Brattle- 
boro, Vermont, (380 pages, 
$3.95 paperback, $6.95 hard­ 
bound). The title, a variation 
of “putting up” comes, ac­ 
cording to the authors, from 
the 
early 
nineteenth-cetury 
expression “put-by” meaning 
“to save something you can’t 
use now. against the time 
when you’ll need it.’’ 
The 
book 
includes 
safe, 
s o u n d 
instructions 
docu­ 
mented with sources, charts, 
pictures and diagrams. For 
anyone 
intrigued 
with 
the 
idea of using old canning 
jars, the book also includes 
detailed instructions on vari­ 
ous types. 
In all canning procedures, 


timing is important. Keep in 
mind that it takes plenty of 
time to bring a large kettle of 
water to a boil. Start heating 
the water before the product 
is ready to be put into the 
jars. As soon as the jars are 
filled, the water in the canner 
should be boiling. Jars for fil­ 
ling should be hot and lids 
kept in hot water until they 
are ready to be used. 
TOMATO JUICE 
For each quart of tomato 
juice, you will need 3 to 4 
pounds firm, juicy red-ripe to­ 
matoes. Wash and rinse to­ 
matoes: quarter and cut out 
white core and stems.Place 
tomatoes in a large saucepot 
and simmer over low heat, 
stirring occasionally, just un­ 
til soft. Do not add water; to­ 
matoes should cook in their 
own juices. 
Spoon tomatoes into food 
mill 
placed 
over 
another 
saucepan 
or 
bowl. 
Strain 
through mill. If desired, res­ 
train through a very fine 
sieve. Measure juice into a 
kettle. Add 1 teaspoon salt for 
each quart of juice. (If de­ 
sired, salt may be omitted.) 
Reheat juice just to the point 
of boiling. Pour the hot juice 
into clean hot jars filling to 
w i t h i n 
Vi 
inch 
of 
the 
top. Wipe rim and threads of 
jar with a clean, hot cloth. 
If using 
two-piece metal 
caps, put lid on with red rub­ 
ber sealing compound next to 
jar. Screw band down evenly 
and tightly. Place the jars on 
the canning rack and lower 
them into the kettle of boiling 
water. If the w'ater does not 
cover the jars at least one 
inch above the tops, add boil­ 
ing water. Start counting pro­ 
cessing time as soon as the 
water in the canner comes to 
a lull rolling boil. Cover and 
process 10 minutes. 
Remove jars from canner 
and if type of closure requires 
it, complete seal (two part 
metal caps do not require ad­ 
ditional sealing after process­ 
ing). Set jars two or three in­ 
ches apart on about three 
thicknesses of cloth and let 
cool, away from drafts, 12 to 
24 hours. If jars are sealed 


with two-piece metal caps, re­ 
move metal bands (reserve 
for re-use); if dome is down 
or stays down when pressed, 
jar is sealed. Or test for seal, 
depending on 
type of jar 
used. Store in cool drp place. 


TOMATO CATSUP 
8 pounds tomatoes 
(20 to 24 large) 
2 cups chopped 
onion 
1 cup chopped celery 
i/2 cup chopped sweet 
red pepper 
1 tablespoon whole 
pickling spice 
1 stick cinnamon 
1 cup firmly packed 
light brown sugar 
1 tablespoon salt 
1% cups red 
wine vinegar 
1 tablespoon paprika 


Wash and rinse tomatoes; 
quarter 
and cut out stems 
and white core. Place in a 
large kettle. Add onions, cele­ 
ry and red peppers. Cover & 
cook over medium heat until 
vegetables are soft, stirring 
occasionally. Spoon a small 
amount of tomato mixture 
into food mill placed over a 
bowl; strain. Continue until 
all mixture has been strained, 
discarding pulp in mill. As 
bowl fills with juice, pour 
juice into another container. 
Rinse kettle and pour juice 
into it. Note depth of juice, 
then cook over medium to 
high heat until juice has re­

one-half. 
Tie 
pickling spices and cinnamon 
stick in a small piece of chee­ 
se cloth. Add to tomato mix­ 
ture. Add sugar, salt, vinegar 
and paprika. Cook over low

Vince Reel performed his dut'e> a» 
track 
coach 
at 
Claremont-Mudd 
'ast 
week. 
It brought to an end a career >hat 
spanned 38 years. Despite the hazards ot 
coachins at a school that gives no athlet­ 
ic scholarships, Reel’s C-M team s com­ 
piled a 99-70 dual meet mark. His overall 
record is an impressive 360 victories 
against only 160 losses. 
Reel himself leaves some impressive 
statistics a> an athlete. In high schoo1 at 
Long Beach Wilson he placed second in 
the high jump (?l-734) and thud in tne 
220 (22.6) to help his team wt.i a C1F 
“ B” title in 1931. 
At Long Beach City College h • was a 
double winner in the State Junio" College 
Championships. Reel ran the 100 in 9.9 
and the low hurdles in 21.2 
“ The most 
memorable thing about 
that,” he related, “ is that I had just 
barely qualified the week before at Santa 
Ana. Only the top four time qualified and 
I was fourth.” 


Broke existing record 


In 1934, while a student at Occidental, 
he placed fourth in the NCAA hurdles 
with a time of 23 flat. “That broke t h e 
existing record.” he grinned. “ But so did 
the three guys that finisned in front of 
m e.” 
Reel remained active in NCAA or AAU 
championships until 1942. Ho ran his last 
race, and won naturally, as a 
Navy 
“ boot” at Norfolk, Va. 
“We had a bunch of coaches, Ken Car­ 
penter, Clyde Jeffrey, and Billy Brown, 
to name a few.” he said. “ And w ; got up 
a team and won the Virginia 
State 
Championship. 
Reel ran and won the low hurdles as 
his contribution. After that he spent a 
year on I ST’s (“ long, slow, targets they’ 
were known as,” he rem arked) and then 
a year in the Aleutians. 
In 1946 and 1947 and back in civilian 
life. Reel utilized his vocal talent and 
sang professionally. “ I worked with dif­ 
ferent groups and different bands includ­ 
ing le s B axter." he recalled. We appear­ 
ed on a number of network radio pro­ 
gram s then (that was before television), 
among them Texaco Star Theatre, Your 
Hit Parade and The Packard Hour.” 
Reel began coaching at his alma mu 
ter. Long Beach Wilson, and compiled a 
261-87-3 dual meet record there. 


Achieved many honors 
His career has brought him many hon­ 
ors. In 1956, he was select'd for a Ful- 
bright Fellowship. He taught at the Un ­ 
verity of Baghdad and coached the win­ 
ning team in the Pan Arab games ir. 
Beirut, Lebanon. 
In 1968, he toured Jordan for the State 
Department. 1960 saw him selected to 
coach 
India's Olympic trim 
for the 
gam es in Rome. In 1962, he coached the 
Republic of China team for the A s i a n 
Games in Djakarta, Indonesia and re­ 
peated the assignment in '66 and '70 lor 
the Asian Games in Bangkok, Thailand. 
In 1968, he was an assistant coach lor 
the Chinese team at the Mexico Olyn 
pics and in 1972 he was named head 
coach at the Munich G a m e s . It was in 
China in 1962 that he first met tne cur­ 
rent Mrs. Reel, Chi Cheng, a star athelte 
herself. 
Reel founded the publica'icn Women’n 
T rack and Field World in 1)67 and w ll 
devote his time to that row. When asked 
when he first thought of retiring, he rep- 
ied, “ 1935.” He grinned and repeated the 
date when questioned about the retire 
ment announced three months ago. 
It’s a good thing he took so long ;n 
actually doing it. He certainly leaves hi- 
hind a long, illustrious and colorful ca­ 
reer.

“ In Boston we won 11 championships 
and after the last championship all 1 
could hear was that there were too many 
black guys on the team ,” he said.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Bobby Winkles 
swiveled around in his office chair to 
look at the small plastic vial on his shelf. 


It wu» the type your local pharmacist 
dispenses, the kind a number of big 
league managers use to keep those pills 
they take for their stomachs. 


“Oh, that,” laughed Winkles, the for­ 
mer Arizona State baseball coach now 
managing the California Angels, “ It’s not 
for any pills, it’s only for some mouth 
wash ! like to use after I finish chewing 
tobacco. No, I don’t have an ulcer. If 1 
had to take Maalox or any ot that other 
stuff, I’d quit.” 
Bobby Winkles, in only his first year 
as a major league manager, sounds as if 
he means it. That doesn’t mean he’s not 
enjoying his job, because he is. Maybe 
even more than he did coaching at Ari­ 
zona State where he put in 13 years. 
" It’s given me a whole new life,” he 
says. “ 1 rem em ber last winter after I 
was named manager, Don Rickies, the 
comedian, came to this affair I was at in 
Phoenix, and started talking about the

Winkles likes to see his players run for 
a myriad of reasons.

“ By the players running to and from 
their positions, it cuts down on the game 
tim e,” says Winkles. “ I like to get those 
kids who come out to our games home 
no later than 10 o’clock.” 
At \rizona State, the conscientious, 43- 
year-old Winkles was regarded right up 
there in the front rank of the nation's 
college baseball coaches, second only 
perhaps to Southern California's Rod De- 
deaux.

INDIANAPOLIS — The long, painful processes of self-incri­ 
mination, soul baring and searching for the truth have eng­ 
ulfed the atuo racing fraternity in the wake of multiple racing 
tragedies here. 
The New York Times has called tor a ban on auto racing. 
Equally drastic solutions have poured from television screens 
and car radios trom one end of the country to another. 
Isolated from the real world out there, the Indianapolis es­ 
tablishment didn't take the threats too seriously at first. Now. 
it is feared by Roger McCluskey among others, the U. S. Auto 
Club may over-react or panic and make unwise rule changes. 
^ question has been raised by Mario Andretti whether or not 
speed in itself is the critical safety factor. He claims that 
technical changes to slow the cars down -.>-30 miles an hour at 
Indianapolis would not make them safer to crash. 
Andretti is in favor of building stronger fuel bladders to cut 
down on the incidence of fires. 
The accusing finger has also pointed toward Indianapolis 500 
chief steward Harland Fengler and speedway owner Tony Hul- 
man for creating terribly unsafe starting conditions. Iheie 
hasn’t been a clean start in the last three years. 
An expert in these matters whom we consulted lays the 
blame tor both Salt Walther’s multi-car starting line accident 
and the Swede Savage smash into the turn three wall on the 
same culprit, the turbo-charger. Hopefully, rule makers will ex­ 
amine the role the turbo played in both crashes. 
In Walther’s case, at a secret driver’s meeting A. J. Fovt 
was blamed for dropkicking \\ a It her into the fence because he 
got in Foyt’s way. Foyt was fined $100. and further penalites 
were recommended 


No evidence 


However, an examination of Foyt’s car showed not one bit of 
. evidence that he had come in contact with .mother car. He 
might have crowded Walther. but Foyt didn t touch him. 
Foyt suggested that Walther’s turbo-charger kicked in late 
and unexpectedly, the resultant torque flinging his .ar toward 
Jerry Grant, into Grant’s wheel, over him and into the wall. 
The Savage accident might not have happened if Swede had 
been driving a non-turbo-charged car. His trouble didn t stai 
as more than a minor bobble. 
He lost control momentarily going into turn lout. swung out 
wide toward the wall, which he succeeded in missing by in­ 
ches. This maneuver pointed his car toward the inside of the 
track, and to prevent spinning he stomped his foot hard on the 
accelerator to gain traction. Drivers who discuss the accident 
say he did exactly the right thing. 
But his turbo-charger kicked on at precisely the wrong mo- 
1 ment and shot him, under acceleration, into the wall. Swede 
didn’t have a chance to save himself. 
The turbo-charger is a device to ram air under pressure into 
the engine, creating a tremendous additional burst ot power.
